• Object of the advance sale is to 


give an initial financial boost to 
the bus line. The proceed* from 
the sale will go into a Chamber of 
Commerce fund. The bu* firm will 
collect, only when it p r e s e n t s 
"used" tickets. Thus the ticket 
buyers will get their money's 
worth before the bug company gets 
its-pay. This is a double assurance 
to the public that it's providing no 
tubeidy to the line at a risk of an 
early-Holdup. 


Promoters of the new bus line 


announced that they will r«- 


the line along the old 


rout** tot perhaps two weeks and 
then shift to new routes which 
they promise will give far greater 
service to bus patrons. They'll re- 
hire the drivers formerly employed 
by the Dixon Transit Co. 


So it is apparent that if you 


are a bus patron, you could do 
the city and yourself a service 
by purchasing an advance block 
of tickets. Remember, there's no 
risk involved. They're on sale at 
almost every retail store in Dix- 
on.

Scales, 35-year-old Communist 


party chairman in the Carolinas, 
was the second person convicted 
as an individual under the Smith 
Act. The other was Claude Light- 
foot, also an admitted Communist. 
Lightfoot was convicted in Chicago 
.last January and given five years 


a $5,000 line. 


For nine days a jury of nine men 


and three women heard testimony 
and arguments on charges that: 


The Communist party advocates 


overthrow of the government by 
force and violence; Scales was a 
member knowing this to be the 
party goal; and he worked to bring 
it about.

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 


reported its living cost index for 
March was unchanged at 114.3 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average. 


At this level it costs about SI.14 


to buy what it required a dollar 
to purchase in the 1947-49 era. 


Mrs. Aryness Joy Wickens. act- 


ng labor statistics commissioner, 
said there apparently was little 
change in living costs in the cur- 
rant month of April. 


She said the March figures rep- 


resent the first time since the 
bureau started keeping monthly 
living cost data in 1941 that the 
index stayed unchanged for as 
long as four months. 


Before 1941 living costs were cal- 


culated quarterly but estimated 
monthly. It's been about 40 years, 
Mrs. Wickens said, that even the 
estimates stayed at the same level 
for four consecutive months.

"We came in with three seats," 


Wolfson said, "an'd the rest de- 
pended upon what happened here. 
It looks as if they'll (.the Avery 
management) stay in control." 


Five seats are necessary for con- 


trol of the nine-man board of dir 
rectors. 


Stormy Start 


Wolfson spoke out on his chancel 


after the crucial annual meeting 
of company shareholders got off 
to a stormy, squabbling start. 


There was squabbling over pro- 


cedure and quips from the gallery 
when the rival forces nominated 
their director candidates. 


The" count of the vote, which will 


determine w h e t h e r 81-year-old 
Sewell Avery retains the dominant 
control he has held over the com- 
pany for 24 years or loses it to 
Wolfson, will not be known for two 
or three weeks. 


Avery's management group won 


the first skirmish over procedure. 
The Wolfson forces tried to block 
voting by shareholders while dis- 
cussions were under way. How- 
ever, John Barr, Ward's vice presi- 
dent, ruled that balloting, could ^ 
proceed during debate, as sched- 
uled. 


68,000 Shareholders 


Ward has approximately 
68,000 


shareholders who own 6,703,932 
shares of stock. The bulk of them 
voted by mail in advance of the 
meeting. 


The battle arena for these men 


with the multimillion dollar mus- 
cles was the Medinah Temple on 
Chicago's near North Side. Ther« 
was room for 6,200 in the theater- 
style auditorium and basement. 


The main event was-the vote by 


stockholders. At stake were all 
nine positions on the Ward board 
of directors. Each side offered a 
full slate of nine candidates—on* 
headed by Avery and the other by. 
Wolfson. 


The side which wins a majority 


—five or more—of the 
director 


posts will control the 721 million 
dollar company. 


Wolfson, Florida and New York 


financier, has been campaigning 
to take command of Ward's for 
eight months. 


"Dragging Feet" 


He contended that Avery has 


been dragging his feet during a 
high-speed economic cycle. Wolf- 
son stated that he aims to expand 
the company and increase sales 
and profits. 


Avery has declared that the 


company is in excellent shape. He. 
asserted that Wolfson is attracted 
by Ward's liquid assets—327 mil- 
lion dollars in cash and govern- 
ment bonds. 


Avery. a successful business ex- 


ecutive for more than a half cen- 
tury, has been the boss of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co. almost 24 
years.

and Tunisian nationalists laid down 
a six-point plan today to bring 
eventual home rule and possible 
peace to the troubled North Afri- 
can protectorate. 


The 
agreement 
in 
principle, 


reached after midnight by French 
Premier Edgar Faure and Tunis- 
ian Premier Tahar Ben Ammar, 
must still be worked out in detail 
before a final text is drawn up. 


Then it must be approved by 


the aged Bey of Tunis — Tunisia's 
nominal ruler — and the balky 
French Assembly. 


The Bey's approval is considered 


certain. But m the Assembly the 
agreement is certain to encounter 
pposition from members sympa- 
hetic to the French colonists who 
onstitute a powerful minority in 
Tunisia. 


Text Of Pact 


The accord also is expected to 


•un up against a strong undercur- 
•ent of French national pride, 
oath to yield still more of France's 
prewar glory of empire. 


Ending seven months of fitful 


negotiations, the pact provides: 


1. France will continue to con- 


trol Tunisia's foreign policy and 
national defense. 


2. Three - sevenths of the muni- j 


cipal councils in the towns which 
have a large French minority must 
be French. 


3. Tunisia will remain attached 


to the French monetary bloc and 
will retain her customs union with 
France. 


4. The national police chief will 


be a Frenchman for the next 10 
years and in the larger towns one- 
third of the police force must be

Five minutes after the great brain of Albert Einstein 


was stilled, all its fabulous perceptions of the nature of the 
universe was erased. Luckily for the world, the greatest of 
these already have been engraved on the tablets of science. 
They will endure through centuries. 


And so will the memory of this towering figure, whose 


incomparable achievements in mathematics and theoretical 
physics seem to place him alongside Newton, Euclid, and 
other scientific giants. 
Einstein thought and worked on a mental plane so high 


that few men could understand his more advanced theories. 
Yet most people, without grasping the significance of his 
contribution to mankind, somehow realized that he was im- 
portant. 
. . . 


They did appreciate, too, that some of his notions of 


the nature of matter and energy led to the concept of vast 
energy compacted within the tiny atom, and that this theory 
laid the foundation for the present development of atomic 
enerfirv. 
In this respect, though other men who followed worked 


out the specifics that made atomic force a practical reality, 
Einstein was the father of the atomic era. 


There was deep irony for him in this fact. He was a 


refugee in America from the anti-Jewish fanaticism of the 
Nazis. He abhorred violence and was a genuine pacifist. It 
pained hrni to see the colossal power of atomic energy turned 
to destructive aims. 


Occasionally, small-minded men in this country, which 


was glad to give him refuge for more than 20 years, dared 
to equate his pacifism with some kind of subversion. Evi- 
dently they feared he worked an insidious influence upon 
younger scientists who sat at his feet. 


They never quite mustered the nerve to call him before 


some congressional committee. It is good they did not. They 
would only have humiliated themselves and their country. 


In truth America and all the- free world were fortunate 


that Einstein chose to make this nation his refugee home. 
Here he was free to think without political direction or con- 
trol. Here he was able to go on adding to the great pyra- 
mid of his knowledge. 


When Einstein, as a young man, turned from his job 


as a clerk in the Swiss patent office, the world gained a sci- 
entist of heroic stature. Now its loss is deep as this shy 
man with the shaggy hair, the floppy sweatshirt and shiny 
trousers passes from the scene at 76. 


His indifference to clothes symbolized his independence 


of material things. His only needs were a pen and pad. With 
them he could log the great explorations he made in the

The Doctor Says 


Tells Difference Between 
Benign Tumor and Cancer 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


I imagine the meaning of tumor* 


puzzles a lot of people. 


Q— What is the difference be- 


tween a benign tumor and cancer? 
—Mrs. X. 


A — A benign tumor and a can- 


cerous tumor are both masses of 
new tissue, which grow independ- 
ently of the surrounding structure*, 
have no uses and do not go away 
by themselves. The difference be- 
tween a benign tumor and cancer 
lies in the behavior of the tiny 
cells which make up the tumor. In 
a benign tumor the cells multiply 
slowly or not at all and are not 
carried to other parts of the body. 
In a cancerous tumor the cells 
have peculiar and characteristic 
features involving rather rapid di- 
vision and multiplication of cells, 
a tendency to spread into surround- 
ing tissues and to be carried to 
other parts of the body. When a 
piec« of tumor tissue is removed 
(biopsy), stained, and examined 
under the microscope, it is pos- 
sible to tell whether it is "benign" 
or malignant.

There is a deadly parallel between the cynical avarice of the sit- 


ting United States Congress and those executives of our giant corpora- 
tions who have abused their power to vote themselves great pensions 
and bonuses at the expense of the common man. In both cases, the 
offense is embezzlement but under legal conditions. 
This Congress was elected to serve stated terms, 
two years for congressmen, six for senators, at an 
agreed price of $15,000, plus perquisites. Immedi- 
ately after convening, these men set about repudiat- 
ing their contract by raising their pay about 50 per 
cent. That is a big raise which, taken as a prece- 
dent for all employed persons, would wreck the fi- 
nancial system. 


Corporation executives have been doing this for 


20 years.' They are so greedy and so contemptuous 
toward the ordinary investors who provide the "ven- 
tuer capital" that hardly a corporation report these days fails to dwell 
on their annuities or pensions, always on a lavish scale. Ordinary in- 
vestors are notified that they will have to provide such pensions for 
men dra,wing salaries up to $100,000 a year, and usually for their 
surviving wives and other dependents. Lake the members of Congress, 
these executives set their own salaries. And the members of Congrss, 
like the corporation executives, set their own pension rates. 


The public had little knowledge 


of the congressional pension sys- 
tem, but it is very generous. By 
its very lavishness, as compared 
with social security old-age pen- 
sions, it reflects the contempt of 
these politicians for the citizens 
who pay the taxes to pay those 
pensions. 
An ordinary 
worker 


may draw $20 a week on retire- 
ment at 65, provided he does not 
get caught earning more than $40 
a week. 
Congressional pensions 


may draw $150 a week or more 
and" earn all they can. The sys- 
tem is so complex that service as 
sheriff or commissioner of sewers 
in a municipality, even as non- 
combatant enlisted soldier as long 
ago as 1917, is reckoned for the 
parasite's benefit as a pensioner 
when he is retired from office by 
vote of his constituents.

guy. 
After the pensions are paid 


there may be nothing left for divi 
dends. 


Phelps-Dodge is one firm which 


does throw a nod of consideration 
to the faceless man. 
He doesn't 


have to donate to the P-D old-age 
pence until the company has paid 
a certain rate of profit to him. Bu 
that is exceptional. 


In the nature of their job. these 


executives have absolute author 
ity provided they have the prox 
ies to back up their votes in their 
own favor. 


In the nature of their job sena 


tors and congressmen have the 
same power. However, the recen 
raise was a plain theft. 
Granted 


only for the sake of argument tha' 
they deserve more money, they 
were guilty of larceny by trustee 
in'voting themselves that big raise 
in 
repudiation 
of the 
contrac 


which they made, under oath, on 
swearing in. They went up and 
down their states and districts 
pleading for votes to elect them 
to serve at a wage established b; 
Congress itself. They said noth 


ng about a raise. And they knew 
that whoever had said "the firsl 
thing I will do if elected is raise 
-ny pay 50 per cent" would have 
seen snowed under. We used to 
rail at Hitler for violating his sol 
emn treaties. 


It is not conceded in fact that 


they are underpaid. Most of them 
never earned as much in private 
life as the congressional pay for 
the last session. 
These are the 


people who squandered 
billions 


abroad and subsidized Marxian So- 
cialism in Britain at the expense 
of the American faceless man.

never 
authorized 
the bums to 


spend my taxes for that. They 
jiflated our money so badly that 
their old salaries were inadequate. 
They did a rotten job and in re- 
ward for that they raised their 
pay.

Chiang Kai-shek, the American 


ally, claims Matsu and Quemoy 
and has troops on them. His main 
force* are on Formosa. The United 
.States, by treaty with Chiang, is 
pledged to defend Formosa but not 
"Matsu and Quemoy. 


Asks Authority 


In a special message to Con- nois schools. 


gress Jan. 24 Prestident Eisenhow- 
er asked Congress for specific au- 
"thority to defend Formosa and 
•'.'closely related localities " Those 
localities could mean Matsu and 
Quemoy. But Eisenhower didn't 
•ay so. 
_ He said such authority from Con- 
gress—which Congress gave him 
quickly—would reduce the possibil- 
ity that the Red Chinese might 
misjudge the U.S. "purpose" and 
"precipitate a major crisis." 


What he intends to do about 


Quemoy and Matsu, being vague 
In the message, could only leave 
the Chinese guessing. The Presi- 
dent still hasn't said anything defi- 
nite about the islands. 


If all that the administration has 


said about them could be boiled 
-down it would be this: The Presi- 
' flant will decide on fighting for

cident which occurred at one of the above crossings, has made a. rec- 
ommendation that flashing light signal protection be installed at the 
crossing designated as 1.6-K. It wag also recommended that if train 
service is restored over crossing 102.25-J, flashing light signal pro- 
tection should be installed there. 


It would be our thought that modern flashing light signal protec- 


tion could be installed at a cost of from $7,000 to $8,000 for each of 
these two crossings. 
As to a division of cost between the railroad 


and the responsible highway authorities, it has been customary for 
the Commission to divide initial Installation costs on a. W-SO basil 
between highway authorities and the railroad except where Federal 
Aid routes are Involved, when the division has normally been 90% to 
the highway authorities and 10% to the railroad. In all case! rail- 
roads have been required to bear all costs lor maintenance and op- 
eration. 


We would appreciate very much hearing from you at an early 


date concerning the attitude of your County towards participation in 
the cost of protecting these two crossings on this basis. We will be 
very happy to furnish any further information upon request.
